Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  requisitions  for 
the  payment  of  grants  to  Women's  Institutes  amounting  to 
$1,982  and  of  grants  to  Branch  Women's  Institutes  amounting 
to  $1,233,  making  a  total  of  $3,215.  These  grants  are  all 
based  on  the  regulations  of  the  Department  approved  by  the 
Minister,  and  should  now  be  paid. 
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The  amount  unexpended  of  our  appropriation  for  Institutes 
of  all  kinds  under  Vote  No.  41  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  these 
grants.  The  balance  on  hand  is  at  present  $1,023.61,  most  of 
which  will  be  required  to  meet  other  accounts  now  coming  in 
or  that  will  be  on  hand  before  the  end  of  the  year.  The  extra 
expenditure  in  connection  with  Institute  work  has  arisen  from 
several  causes,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  following : 
Double  expense  was  incurred  last  February  in  holding  of  an 
extensive  series  of  duplicate  meetings  through  the  snow  block- 
ade ;  a  large  number  of  special  Institutes  were  found  necessary 
that  had  not  been  anticipated  when  the  work  was  first  planned ; 
Farmers'  Institutes  have  organized  a  large  number  of  clubs  or 
small  Inst-'tutes  that  have  required  extra  meetings,  and  the 
work  of  the  Women's  Institutes  has  been  greatly  extended 
during  the  year  necessitating  more  meetings  and  more  grants. 

It  is  advisable  and  in  the  interests  of  the  public  service 
that  these  grants  be  paid  at  once,  and  I  have  therefore  to  request 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  24  of  the  Audit  Act, 
that  you  will  be  pleased  to  submit  these  requisitions  to  the  Treas- 
ury Board  and  make  request  for  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$3,215  to  pay  the  same.

The  sum  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Hos- 
pitals for  the  Insane  at  Kingston,  London  and  Toronto  and  the 
Mercer  Reformatory  at  Toronto,  under  the  headings  of  supplies 
furnished  for  Medicines,  Groceries,  Clothing,  Laundry,  Farm 
and  Miscellaneous  is  insufficient  by  the  sum  of  |10,850,  owing 
to  the  increase  of  population  at  the  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  at 
London  and  Toronto  and  Mercer  Reformatory,  and  the  in- 
creased consumption  of  food  at  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at 
Kingston. 

The  following  list  shows  the  amount  involved  in  respect 
of  each  institution.

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  inform  you  that  the  sum  appropriated 
at  the  last  Session  of  the  Legislature  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  at  Kingston,  London  and  Toronto 
and  the  Mercer  Reformatory  has  been  found  to  be  insufficient 
by  the  sum  of  $10,850. 

At  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Kingston,  under  the 
headings  of  Medicines,  Groceries,  Laundry,  Farm,  and  Mis- 
cellaneous, the  appropriation  is  insufficient  by  the  sum  of 
$3,700. 

The  overdraft  on  Medicines  is  caused  by  an  attack  of 
Smallpox,  which  was  entirely  unforeseen  and  for  which  no 
provision  could  be  made. 

The  overdraft  on  Groceries  is  accounted  for  by  failure  of 
the  Potato  crop,  causing  an  unprovided  expenditure  of  nearly 
$1,000;  also,  the  continued  increased  cost  of  general  supplies, 
and  the  increased  consumption  of  meat,  milk  and  eggs,  which 
form  the  principal  food  products  most  essential  in  a  hospital 
dietary . 

The  increased  cost  of  Laundry  is  largely  due  to  extra  work 
caused  by  sickness. 

The  overdraft  on  Farm  is  due  to  the  fact  that  Beef  and 
Pork  sold  to  the  extent  of  $1,700  is  not  credited  to  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  institution,  and  all  purchases  of  new  hogs  or  cattle 
are  charged  against  the  maintenance. 

In  1898  the  Discharges  of  this  institution  were  43.  In 
1908,  owing  to  advanced  treatment  the  Discharges  were  81. 

At  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  London  the  overdraft  on 
Groceries  and  Clothing  amounting  to  $4,900,  is  due  to  an 
increase  in  the  population,  which  has  been  added  to  through- 
out the  year,  making  a  total  increase  of  50.  It  is  not  intended 
that  the  present  population  shall  be  further  added  to. 

At  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Toronto  the  overdraft  on 
Groceries  amounts  to  $1,950,  which  is  accounted  for  by  an 
increase  in  population  of  20.  This  increase  is  provided  for  by 
the  change  in  rooms  in  the  institution.  An  increase  in  popula- 
tion was  provided  for  at  Woodstock  and  Penetanguishene,  but 
in  the  former  case  a  class  of  patients  was  not  forthcoming  to 
fill  that  institution,  and  at  the  latter  place  the  increased  build- 
ing accommodation  did  not  warrant  further  adding  to  the  popu- 
lation. 

At  the  Mercer  Reformatory  the  overdraft  on  Groceries 
amounts  to  $300,  caused  by  the  increased  population  of  nearly 
60  per  cent.

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Of  tlie  maintenance  for  the  Public  Institutions  there 
remains  yet  unexpended  the  sum  of  $37,790.

We 
have  also  under  adjustment  salaries  of  experimenters  amount- 
ing to  $425.  The  total  appropriation  in  connection  with 
Experimental  Fruit  Work  is  $15,500.  Upon  the  payment  of 
accounts  already  sent  forward  with  recommendation  for  pay- 
ment, there  will  be  available  only  $110.  To  meet  these  unpaid 
accounts  and  some  small  items  that  will  come  in  before  the 
end  of  the  year,  we  require  an  additional  sum  of  One  thousand 
dollars.

Sik, — The  undersigned  begs  to  report  that  in  cases  where 
specific  sums  were  voted  at  the  last  Session  of  the  Legislature 
for  colonization  roads,  a  number  of  overseers  exceeded  the 
appropriations.  In  many  cases  the  directions  were  so  satis- 
factorily obeyed,  that  the  appropriation  was  accounted  for  pre- 
cisely. In  a  number  of  instances  the  expenditure  was  less  than 
the  grant. 

The  majority  of  the  over-expenditures  range  from  Two 
cents  to  Five  dollars,  the  remainder,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Sudbury  to  the  Soo  Trunk  Wagon  road  ranges  from  Five  dollars 
to  Seventy-two  dollars.  The  total  over-expenditure  on  397 
works,  a  list  of  which  is  hereto  attached,  is  $3,065.11. 
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While  these  certain  individual  appropriations  have  been 
exceeded,  the  total  appropriation  for  Colonization  roads  for 
current  year  has  not  been  expended  by  about  $40,000. 

The  reasons  for  the  over-expenditure  have  arisen.,  in  a 
large  number  of  cases  from  the  difficulty  encountered  by  over- 
seers in  adjusting  the  accounts  with  the  appropriations  where 
small  sums  were  involved.  In  other  cases  the  appropriations 
were  exceeded  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Department  not- 
withstanding that  instructions  were  given  to  the  overseers  in 
all  cases  not  to  exceed  the  grant.  Careful  examination  of  the 
work  has  been  made  by  the  Inspectors  and  it  appears  that  the 
expenditure  was  well  and  carefully  made.  The  over-expendi- 
ture on  the  Sudbury  to  the  Soo  Trunk  road  was  created  by  a 
section  of  the  work  being  much  more  difficult  than  anticipated. 

T  would,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  authority 
be  given  under  Chapter  9,  Section  24,  8  Edward  VII.,  for  the 
issue  of  a  Warrant  in  favour  of  the  Honourable  the  Pro- 
vincial Treasurer,  for  the  sum  of  f 3, 065. 11  to  meet  payment 
of  the  balance  of  the  accounts  in  connection  with  the  several 
works  specified  in  the  attached  schedule,  where  the  expenditure 
has  exceeded  the  appropriation.

Dear  Sir, — Attached  you  will  find  a  statement  of  my 
adjustment  of  the  succession  duty  in  this  estate  at  the  amount 
of  |2,719.49.  On  May  4th,  1904,  the  executors  forwarded  a 
cheque  of  the  Toronto  General  Trusts  Corporation  in  their 
favour  and  endorsed  by  them,  payable  to  the  Honourable  the 
Treasurer,  for  $3,028.00  as  a  deposit  for  any  succession  duty 
which  might  be  found  payable,  and  in  addition  gave  their  per- 
sonal bond  for  |12,114.00.  According  to  the  statement  the 
executors  are  entitled  to  refund  of  $424.24  as  of  this  date  and 
in  my  opinion  a  cheque  for  this  sum  should  be  made  out  in 
favour  of  Mrs.  M.  A.  Smith  and  John  T.  Ryan  and  forwarded 
to  their  solicitors,  Messrs.  Foy  &  Kelly.  The  Provincial 
Auditor  has  taken  exception  to  my  adjustment  of  the  interest 
payable  to  the  executors  on  the  amount  so  deposited  and  has 
also  claimed  that  the  executors  are  chargeable  with  interest  at 
5  per  cent,  for  a  portion  of  the  time  since  the  date  of  death  to 
this  date.  Having  refused  to  issue  refund  on  the  basis  of 
the  statement,  he  suggests  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Treasury  Board  for  its  decision.  If  this  is  the  proper  method 
to  have  this  matter  disposed  of,  I  shall  be  glad  if*  you  will 
make  the  necessary  arrangement.

Dear  Sir, — Your  statement  in  respect  to  the  duty  payable 
by  this  estate  shows  the  death  of  the  deceased  to  have  been 
February  22nd,  1904.  The  value  of  the  estate  subject  to  duty 
as  finally  adjusted  on  or  about  March  17th,  1908,  to  be  $129,- 
390.03  and  the  duty  at  2J  per  cent,  thereon  to  be  $3,234.75  less 
duty  paid  in  Quebec  and  New  York,  $54.28  and  $460.98, 
respectively,  leaving  the  net  amount  of  duty  due  the  Province 
at  the  death  of  the  deceased  $2,719.49.  The  last  day  for  pay- 
ment of  the  same  without  interest  having  expired  on  August 
22nd,  1905,  the  time  was  by  order  of  the  Surrogate  Judge 
extended  to  November  22nd,  1905.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Solicitor  to  the  Treasury  the  executors  executed  a  bond  with- 
out sureties  and  in  addition  made  a  deposit  of  $3,028,  with  the 
Honourable  the  Treasurer  on  May  4th,  1904,  such  deposit  to 
be  held  as  security  for  the  payment  by  the  executors  of  the 
estate  of  whatever  might  be  found  to  be  the  proper  succession 
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duty.  The  Province  at  the  same  time  agreeing  to  pay  interest 
thereon  to  the  executors  at  3  per  cent,  per  annum  half  yearly 
until  the  duty  was  finally  paid,  but  subject  to  withdrawal  by 
the  executors  of  such  deposit  at  any  time  upon  certain  eventu- 
alities and  conditions. 

While  not  assenting  to  the  view  that  the  Department  then 
had  (in  the  absence  of  legislative  sanction)  power  to  accept 
deposits  and  pay  interest  thereon,  but  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
effect  to  the  contract  to  do  so  in  this  case  interest  at  3  per  cent, 
per  annum  would  be  allowable  from  the  date  of  the  deposit  on 
May  4th,  1904,  to  March  17th,  1908,  when  presumably  by  com- 
mon consent  the  deposit  was  released  and  applied  as  far  as 
necessary  to  the  payment  of  the  duty. 

The  time  including  the  extension  within  which  the  duty 
might  have  been  paid  without  interest  expired  en  November 
22nd,  1905,  and  interest  thereafter  became  chargeable  at  5  per 
cent,  per  annum  until  the  same  was  finally  paid  on  March  17th, 
1908. 

As  shown  by  the  annexed  statement  there  would  appear  to 
be  |298.29  returnable  to  the  executors,  being  balance  of  the 
deposit  in  excess  of  the  duty  and  interest  as  compared  with 
the  balance  shown  by  your  statement  of  f  424.27. 

Should  you  still  adhere  to  the  mode  of  dealing  with  this 
case  as  expressed  in  your  statement  referred  to,  L  should  be 
glad  if  you  would  inform  me  of  the  ground  upon  which  it  is 
supported.

I  was  unable  before  my  departure  for  England  to  reply  to 
your  memorandum  of  June  12th.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  would 
be  inequitable  to  charge  the  executors  of  this  estate  with  inter- 
est at  the  statutory  rate  from  the  expiration  of  the  extension  of 
time,  namely,  22nd  November,  1905,  when  the  fact  is  that  the 
Province  had  in  its  hands  an  amount  in  excess  of  the  succession 
duty  as  finally  adjusted.  Under  these  circumstances  no  credi- 
tor would  be  allowed,  at  law,  interest  on  the  amount  found  due. 
Some  months  ago  I  suggested  to  the  Assistant  Treasurer  the 
advisability  of  referring  it  to  the  Treasury  Board  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  matter  and  if  this  meets  with  your  approval  I  would 
suggest  that  we  lay  it  before  them  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  your  memorandum  in  reply  to  my  letter 
of  the  12th  of  June  in  which  you  say :  "It  seems  to  me  that  it 
*ould  be  inequitable  to  charge  the  executors  of  the  estate  with 
interest  at  the  statutory  rate  from  the  expiration  of  the  exten- 
sion of  time,  namely,  22nd  November,  1905,  when  the  fact  is 
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that  the  Province  had  in  its  hands  an  amount  in  excess  of 
the  succession  duty  as  finally  adjusted.  Under  these  circum- 
stances no  creditor  would  be  allowed  at  law  interest  on  the 
amount  found  due." 

A  case  under  the  circumstances  stated  by  you  coming  under 
the  provisions  of  a  general  act  governing  the  payment  of  inter- 
est could  have  no  application  in  the  present  case  where  the 
circumstances  are  in  no  way  similar  and  where  the  interest  is 
fixed  by  statute  and  is  therefore  not  within  the  discretion  of 
a  court  or  jury.  But  permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  what  1 
am  sure  is  an  unintentional  inaccuracy  in  the  foregoing  state- 
ment. The  Province  had  at  no  time  any  funds  in  its  hands 
belonging  to  the  estate  intended  to  pay,  or  that  it  could  apply 
in  payment  of  the  succession  duty,  nor  did  it  derive  any  benefit 
directly  or  indirectly  from  such  funds.  On  the  4th  of  May, 
1904,  the  executors  deposited  with  the  Honourable  the  Treas- 
urer, $3,028,  in  addition  to  an  incomplete  bond  to  be  held  as 
security  for  the  payment  of  the  duty,  upon  the  express  condi- 
tion that  the  Province  would  allow  and  pay  interest  thereon  to 
the  executors  at  3  per  cent,  per  annum  payable  half-yearly 
until  such  time  as  the  proper  succession  duty  was  finally  deter- 
mined, and  with  the  further  condition  that  in  the  event  of  the 
Province  at  any  time  refusing  to  allow  the  stipulated  rate  of 
interest  the  executors  were  at  liberty  to  withdraw  such  deposit 
and  substitute  therefor  as  security  a  complete  and  sufficient 
bond.  There  would  appear  to  be  no  room  for  entering  upon 
a  consideration  of  any  equity  in  the  case,  but  rather  to  follow 
the  provisions  of  the  act  and  to  gi\e  effect  to  the  contract. 

If  the  matter  has  been  allowed  to   drift   and  as   a   conse- 
quence any  hardships  may    have    arisen    to    the    estate,    that 
I would  seem  to  be  a  case  for  the  executors  and  the  estate  to  deal 
with  and  not  the  Province.

Memorandum  for  the  Treasury  Board   under  Audit  Act, 

1908. 

Re  Margaret  Ryan  Estate. 

I  hand  you  herewith  for  your  ruling  a  statement  of  the 
adjustment  of  succession  duty  payable  by  this  estate,  showing 
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the  amount  of  refund  due  the  executors  as  of  March  12th,  1908, 
at  |424.27.  The  Provincial  Auditor  has  raised  an  objection  to 
this  adjustment  on  the  ground  that  the  executors  are  not 
charged  with  interest  at  the  statutory  rate  of  5  per  cent,  from 
November  22nd,  1905,  which  was  the  last  day  for  payment  of 
duty,  according  to  the  extensions  of  time  granted  by  the  Sur- 
rogate Judge  of  the  County  of  York  by  Order  dated  the  21st 
day  of  August,  1905.  The  facts  relating  to  this  matter  may  be 
shortly  stated  as  follows :  On  May  3rd,  1904,  the  solicitors 
for  the  estate  forwarded  to  this  office  the  personal  bond  of  John 
T.  Ryan  and  Mary  A.  Smith,  executors,  for  the  sum  of  $12,114 
and  also  a  cheque  for  $3,028  to  be  held  as  security  for  the  pay- 
ment by  them  of  whatever  duty  might  be  found  payable.  The 
executors  were  to  be  paid  from  time  to  time  interest  at  the  rate 
of  3  per  cent,  per  annum  until  the  succession  duty  was  settled, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  they  reserved  the 
right  in  the  event  of  the  rate  of  bank  interest  being  lowered 
to  withdraw  the  deposit  and  provide  other  approved  security. 
The  testatrix  having  died  on  February  22nd,  1904,  the  duty 
was  due  and  payable  on  August  22nd,  1905,;  which  time  was 
extended  by  the  above  mentioned  order  to  November  22nd, 
1905.  The  appraisement  of  the  assets  was  not  made  by  this 
office  until  on  or  about  March  12th  last,  when  the  sum  of  $2,- 
719.49  was  claimed.  The  Provincial  Auditor  seeks  to  charge 
the  executors  of  the  estate  with  interest  on  this  sum  at  the 
above  mentioned  statutory  rate  of  5  per  cent,  from  November 
22nd,  1905,  until  the  date  of  settlement,  while  allowing  them 
only  3  per  cent,  on  the  deposit  made  as  security.  His  views  on 
this  question  and  computation  of  the  refund  due  the  executors 
are  more  fully  set  out  in  the  statement  and  correspondence 
attached. 

It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  inequitable  to  charge  the 
executors  with  interest  at  the  statutory  rate  when  the  Province 
had  in  its  hands  for  payment  an  amount  in  excess  of  the  succes- 
sion duty  as  fully  adjusted.  I  therefore  submit  this  question  to 
your  honourable  board  for  your  consideration.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  29th  inst.  and 
beg  to  say  that  I  am  unable  to  concur  in  your  view  that  sub- 
sections 1  of  section  10  and  13  of  the  Audit  Act,  8  Edward 
VII.,  Chap.  9,  do  not  govern  the  present  case.  Under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  subsections  referred  to  the  directions  to  the 
Auditor  are  specific  and  imperative,  and  would  not  appear  to  be 
modified  or  governed  in  the  remotest  degree  by  section  17  which 
contains  no  direction  to  the  Auditor,  makes  no  service  a  charge 
on  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund.  Nor  does  it  indicate  any 
service  provided  for  or  known  to  the  Statute.  There  is  no  such 
service  as  "Criminal  Investigation' '  as  distinguished  from  the 
admisistration  of  criminal  justice  in  counties.  It  is  well  to 
note  that  section  17  was  not  introduced  upon  a  resolution  hav- 
ing the  consent  of  the  Crown  as  an  initial  condition  to  a  money 
bill  before  it  could  be  made  a  permanent  statutory  charge  on 
the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 

But,  apart  from  this,  permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  singular  fact  that  during  the  whole  of  the  present  year  the 
cost  of  administration  of  justice  has  at  your  direction  been 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  general  administration  of 
Criminal  justice  in  counties  without  distinction,  and  that  you 
now  for  the  first  time  request  payment  of  |25.25  to  Detective 
Reburn  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  on  account  of 
so  called  "criminal  investigation' '  without  offering  any  reason 
or  explanation  for  so  startling  a  departure.  I  am  therefore 
compelled  to  say  that  I  am  unable  to  comply  with  your  request

Memorandum  for  the  Treasury   Board,    under  The  Audit 

Act,  1908. 

Herewith  I  hand  you  for  your  ruling  a  statement  regard- 
ing the  issue  of  a  cheque  to  Inspector  Reburn  for  $25.25.  The 
Provincial  Auditor  has  declined  to  issue  a  cheque  without  being 
furnished  with  vouchers,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  17  of  The  Audit  Act,  8  Edward  VII.,  Cap.  9,  hid  con- 
tention being,  as  it  would  seem,  that  notwithstanding  that  sec- 
tion the  provisions  of  subsections  1  of  sections  10  and  13  of  the 
Act  govern  in  such  a  case.  As  the  Auditor  puts  it  in  a  letter 
of  the  30th  ultimo,  '  'under  the  provisions  of  the  subsections 
referred  to  (that  is  subsections  1  of  sections  10  and  13)  the  direc- 
tions of  the  Auditor  are  specific  and  imperative,  and  would  not 
appear  to  be  modified  or  governed  in  the  remotest  degree  by 
section  17,  which  contains  no  direction  to  the  Auditor,  makes  no 
service  a  charge  on  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  nor  does 
it  indicate  any  service  provided  for  or  known  to  the  Statute. 
There  is  no  such  service  as  "criminal  investigation,,  as  dis- 
tinguished from  the  administration  of  criminal  justice  in  coun- 
ties. He  also  contends  that  the  question  is  not  one  of  legisla- 
tive authority  nor  as  to  whether  the  expenditure  is  authorized 
by  law,  but  that  the  matter  is  one  of  mere  regularity  coming 
exclusively  within  the  authority  of  the  Treasury  Board  to 
decide  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  subsection  (c)  of  section 
13  and  section  23  of  The  Audit  Act.  In  substance,  however, 
the  question  seems  to  be  whether  section  17  of  The  Audit  Act 
does  or  does  not  govern  in  the  matter  of  payments  for  criminal 
investigation,  and  this  question  is  submitted  to  your  honour- 
able Board  for  your  consideration.

The  Treasury  Board  have  had  under  consideration  the 
memorandum  of  the  Deputy  Attorney-General  of  the  5th  of 
January,  1909,  respecting  the  issue  of  a  cheque  to  Inspector 
Henry  Reburn  from  which  it  appears  that  the  Provincial  Audi- 
tor has  declined  to  issue  the  cheque  without  being  furnished 
with  vouchers,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  17  of 
The  Audit  Act,  8  Edward  VII.,  Cap.

"under  the  provisions  of  the  subsections  referred  to"  (that  is 
subsections  1  of  sections  10  and  13)  the  directions  to  the  Audi- 
tor are  specific  and  imperative,  and  would  not  appear  to  be 
modified  or  governed  in  the  remotest  degree  by  section  17, 
which  contains  no  direction  to  the  Auditor,  makes  no  service  a 
charge  on  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  nor  does  it  indi- 
cate any  service  provided  for  or  known  to  the  Statute.  "There 
is  no  such  service  as  "criminal  investigation"  as  distinguished 
from  the  administration  of  criminal  justice  in  counties."  The 
Board  are  of  opinion  that  subsections  1  of  sections  10  and  13 
do  not  apply  in  such  cases  as  the  present,  which  in  their  opin- 
ion falls  under  section  17,  that  section  governing  in  the  matter 
of  payments  for  "criminal  investigation, "  which  phrase  includes 
those  matters  which  relate  to  the  administration  of  criminal 
justice. 

Under  the  circumstances  the  Treasury  Board  direct  thai 
the  cheque  in  favour  of  Henry  Reburn  be  issued  forthwith.

THE  ONAPING  GOLD  MINING  COMPANY.

In  connection  with  a  requisition  made  for  a  refund  to  the 
Onaping  Gold  Mining'  Company,  Limited,  of  f  1,777. 00  as  bal- 
ance of  amount  paid  in  on  certain  mining  locations  applied 
for  in  1898,  by  the  above  company  on  Meteor  and   Shoo  Fly

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Lakes,  in  the  District  of  Sudbury,  on  September  11th,  1898, 
A.  F.  McMichael,  barrister,  of  Toronto,  on  behalf  of  the 
Onaping  Gold  Mining  Company  and  twenty-four  applicants 
who  have  since  transferred  their  interests  to  the  above  company, 
filed  thirty-two  applications  under  the  provisions  of  the  Mines 
Act  covering  thirty-two  mining  locations,  which  were  after- 
wards surveyed  and  designated  as  38  P.  to  69  P. 

In  October  of  the  following  year  Mr.  McMichael,  in  the 
name  of  the  above  company,  filed  plans  and  field  notes  of  loca- 
tions 41  P,  to  67  P.  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Mines  Act.  The  area  of  the  twenty-seven  locations  of 
which  the  plans  were  filed  embraces  an  area  of  4,501  acres. 

On  March  21st,  1899,  Mr.  McMichael,  on  behalf  of  the 
company,  paid  $3,700.00  on  account  of  the  first  year's  rental  at 
fl.00  per  acre. 

These  mining  claims  were  applied  for  because  of  the  placer 
gold  thereon  which  was  reported  to  be  found  in  small  quanti- 
ties, and  it  was  represented  to  the  Department  by  the  Com- 
pany that  in  order  to  develop  these  properties  all  the  timber 
on  the  locations  would  in  the  future  be  required  for  use  thereon, 
and  although  under  The  Mines  Act,  under  which  these  loca- 
tions were  applied  for,  they  were  entitled  to  what  timber  was 
required  for  mining  purposes,  the  Onaping  Company  were  not 
prepared  to  go  to  the  enormous  expense  necessary  in  develop- 
ing the  properties,  unless  the  timber  were  granted  or  secured 
to  them,  as  the  Government  had  tne  power  at  any  time  to  sell 
the  pine  timber  to  other  parties,  who  might  cut  and  remove 
it.  The  Department  was  in  1900  of  the  opinion  that  it  would 
conduce  to  the  development  of  the  mining  industry  in  this 
Province  and  would  at  the  same  time  conserve  the  public  inter- 
ests, if  the  application  made  by  the  Onaping  Gold  Mining  Com- 
pany to  purchase  the  pine  timber  upon  the  locations  they  had 
applied  for  were  granted.  An  estimate  was  made  of  the  quan- 
tity of  pine  and  the  price  was  fixed  at  $2.00  per  thousand  feet, 
board  measurement,  the  understanding  being  that  all  the  pine 
timber  on  the  locations  was  to  be  used  in  developing  the  pro- 
perty. An  Order  in  Council  was  passed  on  the  17th  July, 
1900,  authorizing  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  to  sell 
the  pine  timber  to  the  above  company  at  $2.00  per  thousand. 
After  the  passing  of  this  Order  in  Council  it  appeared  that  the 
company  considered  they  had  the  right  to  dispose  of  the  timber 
in  a  commercial  way,  not  necessarily  restricting  its  use  to  the 
locations  themselves.  This,  however,  was  not  the  understand- 
ing of  the  Department,  and  by  a  supplementary  Order  in 
Council,  dated  12th  September,  1900,  it  was  made  clear  that 
the  pine  timber  sold  under  the  authority  of  the  original  Order 
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in  Council,  was  not  to  be  disposed  of  for  ordinary  lumbering 
purposes  or  for  export,  but  was  to  be  used  in  connection  with 
mining. upon  the  lands.  The  Company  still  maintained  that 
under  the  original  Order  in  Council  they  were  entitled  to  dis- 
pose of  the  timber  as  they  wished. 

On  the  25th  October,  1900,  a  third  Order  in  Council  was 
passed  revoking  the  two  previous  Orders  in  Council,  the  object 
of  which  was  to  bring  the  pine  timber  back  into  the  possession 
of  the  Crown. 

On  the  2nd  October,  1900,  Mr  McMichael  remitted  to  the 
Department  a  cheque  for  |3,200.00,  the  price  of  the  timber, 
and  |801.00  as  balance  of  the  first  year's  rental  on  the  mining 
locations,  thus  completing  the  amount  necessary  to  take  out 
leases.  The  Department  declined  to  receive  the  money,  and 
returned  it  to  Mr.  McMichael.  The  Company  still  maintain 
that  the  sale  under  the  first  Order  in  Council  was  an  absolute 
sale  and  was  not  intended  to  impose  any  condition  as  to  using 
the  pine  on  the  locations. 

The  Department  having  refused  to  consider  the  Company's 
application  for  the  timber  and  returned  them  the  moneys  men- 
tioned above,  the  Company  now  withdraw  their  application  in 
toto,  and  ask  for  a  refund  of  the  balance  of  the  amount  paid  in. 

On  August  20th,  1906,  $1,700  was  refunded  to  the  Com- 
pany and  $223  out  of  the  $3,700  paid  in  was  applied  as  first  year's 
rental  on  mining  location  designated  55  P.  and  leased  to  Mrs. 
Mary  Clemow,  (the  money  being  applied  at  the  request  of  the 
Company),  thus  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,777.00  which  the  Com- 
pany are  asking  to  be  refunded. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  reason  why  this  should  not 
be  refunded  to  the  Company,  the  Company  having  always 
maintained  that  unless  the  pine  timber  was  granted  they  would 
be  unable  to  operate  the  mining  claims  and  that  the  comple- 
tion of  the  application  for  the  mining  claims  depended  upon 
obtaining  the  timber  which  the  Department  has  refused  to 
grant.

Dear  Sir, — Referring  to  Treasury  file  No.  4,247  and  your 
accompanying  memo,  of  the  2nd  inst.,  stating  the  ground  upon 
which  you  sanction  the  application  of  the  Onaping  Mining 
Company  for  a  refund  of  $1,777,  being  as  stated  a  balance  of 
the  $3,700  paid  by  the  Company  on  March  21st,  1899,  as  part 
of  the  first  year's  rental  on  certain  mining  locations  herein- 
after referred  to. 

Before  entering  upon  an  examination  of  this  case,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  greater  clearness,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to 
refer  to  section  28  of  The  Mines  Act,  1897,  under  which  the 
applications  were  made,  as  more  particularly  governing  the 
case  throughout,  which  provides  as  follows:  — 
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Section  28.  In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  sections  26 
and  27  every  application  for  a  mining  location  shall 
be  accompanied  with   an  affidavit  showing  the  dis- 
covery of  valuable  ore  or  mineral  thereon  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  applicant,  and  that  he  has  no  know- 
edge  and  has  never  heard  of  any  adverse  claim  by 
reason   of   prior    discovery  or  otherwise,    and  every 
applicant    shall    within    sixty    days    pay    into    the 
Department  of  Crown  Lands  one-fourth  of  the  pur- 
chase price  or  rental^  and  within  three  months  the 
remaining  three-fourths,  the  time    to    be    reckoned 
from  the  date  on  which    the   application    has    been 
filed  in  the  Department,  and  in  case  of  failure  in 
respect  of  any  of  these  requirements  the  application 
shall  lapse  and  be  of  no  effect. 
On  the  11th  of  September,   1898,   Mr.   A.   F.  McMichael, 
barrister,  made  application  under  the  provisions  of  the  Mines 
Act  on  behalf  of  a  number  of  his  clients  who  were  acting  with 
and  for  the  purposes  of  the  Company  for  mining  locations  38 
P.  to  69  P.,  in  the  District  of  Algoma,   covering  an  area  of 
4,501  acres. 

The  Company  allowed  the  above  applications  to  lapse  and 
on  March  20th,  1899,  Mr.  McMichael,  acting  for  the  Company, 
applied  for  a  renewal  of  its  applications  as  from  that  date,  in 
the  following  letter  :  —

McMichael  on  behalf  of  the  Company  wrote  the  following  let- 
ter in  which  he  showed  much  anxiety  as  to  what  might  be  the 
attitude  of  the  Department  in  respect  to  the  Company's  appli- 
tions :  —

On  November  10th,  1899,  the  Assistant  Commissioner 
replied  to  the  above  letter  as  follows:  —

"Dear  Sir, — Yours  of  the  20th  ultimo  duly  received  with 
plans  and  field  notes  of  the  following  mining  locations  in  Shoo 
Fly  and  Meteor  Lakes  near  the  height  of  land  between  the 
Upper  Wahnapitae  River  and  Moose  River,  in  the  District  of 
Algoma,  on  behalf  of  different  parties,  as  per  your  applications 
of  September  11th,  1898. 

"I  find  that  the  area  of  these  locations  is  4,501  acres. 

"On  March  21st  last  you  paid  into  this  Department  |3,700 
on  account  of  the  first  year's  rental. 
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"It  would  now  appear  that  if  the  balance  of  the  first  year's 
rental,  $801.00,  is  paid  leases  could  issue  in  the  names  of 
your  different  clients  as  given  in  the  applications  of  September 
11th,  1898. 

"If  you  wish  to  take  out  a  patent  for  these  locations  you 
will  require  to  pay  into  this  Department  the  purchase  money 
at  $2  per  acre,  except  in  the  case  of  island  65  P.,  which  is 
only  2  acres,  where  the  purchase  money  would  be  $20.00. 

"You  do  not  appear  to  have  yet  filed  the  plans  and  field 
notes  of  38  P.,  39  P.,  40  P.,  68  P.,  and  69  P.,  although  these 
locations  are  among  the  locations  applied  for  by  you  on  Septem- 
ber 11th,  1898. 

"I  enclose  you  herewith  a  list  of  the  different  locations, 
giving  the  area  of  each. 

"Your  clients  should  pay  in  the  balance  of  the  first  year's 
rental  at  once,  and  as  soon  as  it  is  received  the  matter  will  be 
again  taken  up. 

"I  do  not  find  that  an  application  was  ever  filed  for  49  P., 
and  you  will  therefore  require  to  file  evidence  of  the  discovery 
of  valuable  mineral  on  this  location  on  behalf  of  one  of  your 
clients.

The  letters  of  October  20th  and  November  10th,  1899, 
just  referred  to  deserve  special  notice,  as  practically  conclud- 
ing the  correspondence  in  respect  to  the  Company's  applications 
for  the  mining  locations  in  question,  and  as  showing  a  clear 
and  complete  understanding  as  to  the  relative  positions  of  the 
Department  and  the  Company  on  that  question. 

The  Company  on  the  one  hand  had  completed  plans  and 
surveys  to  the  evident  satisfaction  of  the  Department,  and  had 
some  seven  or  eight  months  prior  to  these  dates  paid  $3,700  on 
account  of  the  first  year's  rental,  leaving  the  payment  of  the 
balance  of  the  first  year's  rental;  namely,  $801,  as  the  only 
condition  required  by  the  Department  before  issuing  the  leases 
to  the  Company. 

The  Department  on  the  other  hand  would  appear  to  have 
been  possessed  of  such  information  as  to  enable  it  to  decide 
in  respect  to  the  very  important  question  raised  by  the  Assist 
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ant  Commissioner  at  the  initial  stage  of  the  Company  filing  its 
applications;  namely,  as  to  whether  or  not  there  was  valuable 
pine  timber  on  the  lands  applied  for  by  the  Company.  So 
clear  would  this  appear  to  have  been  to  the  mind  of  the  Depart- 
ment that  notwithstanding  that  the  Company's  application  had 
been  allowed  to  repeatedly  and  finally  lapse  some  time  prior 
to  these  dates,  the  Assistant  Commissioner  expressed  a  willing- 
ness to  grant  the  leases  on  the  sole  condition  of  the  Company 
paying  the  balance  of  the  first  year's  rental.  But,  strange  to 
say,  the  Company  has  never  made  any  response  to  the  Assistant 
Commissioner's  letter  of  the  10th  of  November,  1899,  the  bal- 
ance of  the  first  year's  rental  as  requested  in  that  letter  has  not 
been  paid,  nor,  so  far  as  the  records  disclose,  has  the  Company 
ever  assigned  any  reason  for  its  failure  or  neglect  to  complete 
its  applications,  notwithstanding  that  it  entered  upon  the  lands 
in  question,  and  exercised  the  rights  of  ownership  by  con- 
structing and  operating  a  mining  plant  thereon,  consisting  of 
a  portable  saw  mill,  steam  pumps,  derricks,  sluice  boxes  and 
such  camps  or  buildings  as  were  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
work. 

Reverting  now  to  another  question  which,  so  far  as  the 
records  would  appear  to  disclose,  arose  for  the  first  time  on 
the  5th  of  April,  1900,  on  an  application  made  by  Mr.  Stuart 
Jenkins  on  behalf  of  the  Company  for  the  purchase  of  what  he 
teimed  the  scattering  pine  timber  on  the  mining  location 
applied  for  by  the  Company.  As  the  question  of  a  refund  is 
not  involved  in  respect  to  any  sale  of  the  pine  timber  on  the 
lands  in  question,  it  is  only  necessary  to  briefly  refer  to  the 
reasons  urged  by  Mr.  Jenkins  for  wanting  to  secure  the  timber 
in  his  application  of  April  5th,  1900,  and  supported  by  the 
joint  letter  of  Messrs.  Dilworth  and  Abbott  of  June  25th,  1900, 
both  of  which  are  now  appended  : 


Toronto,  April  5th,  1900. 

"The  Honourable  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands, 
Toronto. 

"Sir, — We  have  the  honour  to  apply  for  the  scattered 
pine  standing  on  mining  locations  22  P.  and  38  P.  to  69  P., 
the  mineral  rights  in  which  have  been  assigned  to  this  Com- 
pany. Plans  and  field  notes  have  been  filed  and  a  deposit  of 
one  dollar  an  acre  made  on  these  lands.  We  are  quite  prepared 
to  accept  the  Government  estimate  as  to  quantity,  and  to  pay 
such  price  as  you  may  consider  just  and  reasonable. 
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"The  Pittsburgh  capitalists  who  are  associated  with  us  in 
the  development  of  this  property  have  made  the  securing  of 
the  timber  a  sine  qua  non  of  continuance  of  that  work.  They 
have  become  alarmed  at  recent  timber  concessions  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  the  property  and  they  decline  absolutely  to  take 
any  chances  in  a  matter  of  such  vital  importance  to  the  future 
interests  of  the  Company. 

"A  previous  refusal  on  the  part  of  your  Department  to  even 
consider  this  application  has  only  added  to  the  suspicion  enter- 
tained by  these  gentlemen  that  the  interests  of  the  Company 
are  liable  to  be  seriously  affected  at  any  time  by  conflicting 
concessions.  As  they  are  willing  to  pay  any  price  that  the 
Government  can  in  reason  ask,  their  suspicion  can  hardly  be 
called  unreasonable. 

"As  the  time  for  recommencing  work  on  the  property  is 
close  at  hand,  and  the  ability  to  continue  this  work  depends 
entirely  on  our  being  able  to  meet  the  views  of  the  Pittsburgh 
capitalists,  we  have  the  honour  to  ask  that  you  will  give  the 
above  your  early  consideration  so  that  we  may  know  at  once 
where  we  stand.

"Dear  Sir, — This  is  to  state  that  we  are  shareholders  in 
the  Onaping  Mining  Company  to  the  extent  of  250,000  shares 
out  of  490,000,  thus  holding  the  controlling  interest.  We 
have  already  advanced  to  the  Company  some  sixteen  thousand 
(|16,000)  dollars,  and  as  soon  as  we  receive  a  clear  title  to  the 
timber  standing  on  the  Company's  property,  we  are  prepared 
to  advance  further  sum  of  eight  thousand  five  hundred  ($8,500) 
dollars,  and  from  time  to  time  such  further  sums  as  may  be 
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justified  by  the  results  of  the  test  work  which  will  be  com- 
menced immediately  upon  possession  of  the  timber.  The  fin- 
ancial aid  which  we  are  prepared  to  give  the  Compafry  will 
only  be  limited  by  the  results.

Dealing  with  these  letters  in  the  order  of  their  dates  it 
will  be  seen  that  Mr.  Jenkins  states  that  Messrs.  Dilworth  and 
Abbott,  members  of  the  Company,  as  well  as  its  financial 
backers,  became  alarmed  at  the  possibility  of  the  interests  of 
the  Company  being  seriously  affected  in  the  event  of  the 
Department  disposing  of  the  timber  in  the  ordinary  way  and 
thereby  denude  the  lands  of  the  timber  necessary  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  mining  development,  and  which  the  Company 
would  be  entitled  to  use  under  the  provision  of  The  Mines  Act 
free  of  charge.  And  further  that  these  gentlemen  had  made 
the  securing  of  the  pine  timber  an  indispensable  condition  of 
the  continuance  of  the  work  and  of  development.  This  is  fol- 
lowed by  the  statement  of  Messrs.  Dilworth  and  Abbott  that 
they  a^e  shareholders,  holding  the  controlling  interest, — that 
they  had  advanced  a  considerable  sum  of  money  to  the  Com- 
pany, and  that  as  soon  as  they  secured  a  clear  title  to  the  timber 
standing  on  what  they  call  the  Company's  property  they  would 
be  prepared  to  make  further  advances. 

Relying  upon  these  and  similar  representations  the  Depart- 
ment consented  (with  or  without  authority)  to  a  sale  of  the  pine 
timber  to  the  Company  through  the  passage  of  an  Order  in 
Council  for  that  purpose.  The  Company  did  not  then,  nor  has 
it  since,  resumed  the  promised  work  of  development,  but 
immediately  following  the  passage  of  the  Order  in  Council 
authorizing  the  sale  to  the  Company  it  at  once  set  about  to 
resell  the  timber  to  be  used  for  ordinary  or  commercial  pur- 
poses, contending  that  by  reason  of  the  Order  in  Council  not 
having  placed  any  restriction  as  to  the  purpose  for  which  the 
timber  might  be  used,  the  Company  was  at  liberty  to  make  any 
disposal  of  the  timber  it  might  think  proper. 

It  would  seem  difficult  to  reconcile  the  representations 
made  by  the  Company  in  the  outset  as  to  the  necessity  for  secur- 
ing the  timber  with  its  actions  and  attitude  after  it  was  sup- 
posed that  the  sale  of  it  had  been  consummated.  The  Depart- 
ment, however,  held  to  the  view  that  it  was  never  intimated  or 
intended  that  the  pine  timber  should  be  used  for  other  than 
mining  purposes,  and  without  delay  revoked  the  Order  in 
Council,  thereby  cancelling  the  sale. 
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For  the  purpose  of  clearness  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
trace  in  somewhat  minute  detail  the  history  of  the  Company's 
applications  for  leases  of  mining  locations  and  its  application 
for  the  purchase  of  the  pine  timber  on  these  locations  as  two 
separate  and  distinct  transactions.  It  will  be  observed,  as  is 
conclusively  shown  by  the  foregoing  correspondence,  that  the 
application  of  the  Company  to  purchase  the  pine  timber  did 
not  begin  until  some  time  after  its  applications  for  leases  of 
the  mining  locations  had  been  ended. 

If  I  correctly  interpret  your  views,  the  sole  grounds  upon 
which  the  application  of  the  Company  for  a  refund  are  sup- 
ported I  take  to  be  definitely  stated  in  the  three  last  para- 
graphs of  your  memo,  of  the  2nd  inst.,  namely: 

1.  "The  Department  having  refused  to  consider  the  Com- 
pany's aplication  for  the  timber  and  returned  them  the  moneys 
mentioned  above,  the  Company  now  withdraw  their  applica- 
tion in  toto,  and  ask  for  a  refund  of  the  balance  of  the  amount 
paid  in. 

2.  "On  August  20th,  1906,  $1, 700.00  was  refunded  to  the 
Company  and  |223  out  of  the  $3,700.00  paid  in  was  applied 
as  first  year's  rental  on  mining  location  designated  55  P.  and 
leased  to  Mrs.  Mary  Clemow,  (the  money  being  applied  at  the 
request  of  the  Company),  thus  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,777.00 
which  the  Company  are  asking  to  be  refunded. 

3.  "There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  reason  why  this  should 
not  be  refunded  to  the  Company,  the  Company  having  always 
maintained  that  unless  the  pine  timber  was  granted  they  would 
be  unable  to  operate  the  mining  claims  and  that  the  com- 
pletion of  the  application  for  the  mining  claims  depended  upon 
obtaining  the  timber  which  the  Department  has  refused  to 
grant." 

As  to  the  first,  permit  me  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the 
provisions  of  section  28  of  The  Mines  Act,  1897,  and  to  the 
fact  as  must  be  well  known  that  the  Company's  application  for 
the  mining  locations  in  question  had  lapsed  with  the  full  know- 
ledge of  the  Company  and  were  of  no  effect  more  than  eight 
years  ago,  and  as  a  necessary  consequence  the  Company  has  no 
applications  in  existence  to  withdraw.  Nor  for  the  same  reason 
it  is  not  entitled  to  a  refund  of  the  balance  or  any  part  of  the 
$3,700  paid  into  the  Department  as  part  of  the  first  year's 
rental  on  the  21st  of  March,  1899. 

As  to  the  second,  it  does  not  appear  clear  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  payment  to  the  Company  of  $1,700  as  a  refund  on  the 
20th  of  August,  1906,  is  intended  to  be  urged  as  a  reason  for 
making  the  balance  of  the  refund  now.     But  in  any  event  it  is 
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of  the  first  importance  that  I  should  now  call  attention  to  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  Audit  Office-  gave  its  consent 
to  that  payment,  the  requisition  for  which  is  as  follows :

"Kequired  a  cheque  in  favour  of  the  Onaping  Gold  Mining 
Company  of  Ontario,  Canada,  for  the  sum  of  seventeen  hundred 
dollars  out  of  the  $3,700.00  paid  in  by  A.  F.  McMichael, 
barrister,  on  behalf  of  the  above  Company  on  March  21st, 
1899,  Cert.  7,324,  dated  March  21st,  1899,  on  mining 
locations  38  P.  to  69  P.  on  Meteor  and  Shoo  Fly 
Lakes  in  the  Temagami  Forest  Reserve,  covering  an  area 
of  3,700  acres.  As  there  was  considerable  quantity  of  valu- 
able pine  on  these  locations  the  Department  declined  to  enter- 
tain the  application.  The  amount  paid  in,  $3,700.00,  was  in 
payment  of  first  year's  rental  at  $1.00  per  acre.  The  Company 
on  their  behalf  withdrew  their  application  for  42  P.  to  49  P., 
covering  an  area  of  1,700  acres  and  have  asked  that  the  bal- 
ance remain  on  deposit  till  such  time  as  the  Department  may 
be  in  a  position  to  consider  the  Company's  application  for  the 
balance  of  the  location. 


It  will  be  seen  that  the  simple  and  plain  statement  is  made 
that  "as  there  was  valuable  pine  on  these  locations  the  Depart- 
ment declined  to   entertain  the   Company's  application,"    and 
hence  the  propriety  of  making  the  refund.     I  regret  to  be  com- 
pelled to  state  without  reservation  that  the  statement  contained 
m  the  requisition  is  on  all  essential  grounds,  and  in  so  far  as 
the  official  records  of  the  Department  would  appear  to  disclose, 
as  inaccurate  as  it  is  misleading,  as  a  reference  to  the  letter  of 
Mr.   McMichael   of  the  20th  of  October  and  of  the  Assistant 
Commissioner  of  the  10th  of  November,  1899,  will  show.     There 
was  no  hint  or  intimation  of  any  kind  that  there  was  anything 
behind  or   unexplained    in    this   simple  statement,   the   result 
being   that   the   Company,    if  I  am   right   in    my    contention, 
received  $1,700  to  which  it  was  not  entitled. 

Dealing  now  with  the  last  paragraph  of  your  memo,  in 
which  it  is  stated  that  "the  Company  having  always  main- 
tained that  unless  the  pine  timber  was  granted  they  would  be 
unable  to  operate  the  mining  claims,  and  that  the  completion 
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of  the  application  for  the  mining  claims  depended  upon  obtain- 
ing the  timber,  which  the  Department  has  refused  to  grant."  As 
has  been  stated,  the  Company  made  application  for  the  first  time 
to  purchase  the  pine  timber  on  April  5th,  1900,  some  time  after 
it  had  allowed  its  application  for  the  mining  claims  to  lapse. 
In  that  application  and  in  the  subsequent  correspondence  it 
was  repeatedly  urged  that  unless  the  Company  was  permitted  to 
purchase  the  pine  timber  it  would  be  unable  to  continue  the 
work  of  development,  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  correspond- 
ence. But  so  far  as  I  am  aware  it  was  never  even  intimated 
that  the  completion  of  the  Company's  application  for  mining 
claims  depended  in  the  slightest  upon  obtaining  the  pine  tim- 
ber. I  have  examined  with  much  care  all  the  correspondence 
to  which  I  have  access,  and  I  am  unable  to  find  a  single  refer- 
ence, by  inference  or  otherwise,  connecting  the  completion  of 
the  Company's  application  for  mining  claims  with  the  pur- 
chase of  the  pine  timber,  and  if  such  exists  I  should  be  glad 
to  be  put  in  possession  of  it.  This  is  especially  necessary  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  you  seem  to  rely  upon  the  statement  con- 
tained in  the  last  paragraph  of  your  memo,  as  the  sole  ground 
for  making  the  refund. 

I  am,  of  course,  assuming  that  it  is  not  proposed  to  go 
beyond  the  records  of  the  Department  to  establish  this  or  any 
claim  of  the  Company,  as  such  a  course  would  render  an  enquiry 
meaningless,  if  not  impossible,  as  well  as  remove  every  safe- 
guard to  which  the  public  is  entitled  and  which  can  alone  be 
maintained  through  a  strict  observance  of  essential  official  form. 

After  careful  examination  of  the  whole  case  I  am  unable 
to  conclude  that  the  Company  is  entitled  to  a  refund  on  any 
ground.

Dear  Sir, — Your  letter  of  November,  ultimo,  addressed  to 
the  Deputy  Minister  of  Mines,  has  been  received,  in  which  you 
decline,  for  the  reasons  set  out  therein,  to  honour  this  Depart- 
ment's requisition  for  a  refund  of  $1,777  to  the  Onaping  Gold 
Mining  Company. 
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As  the  transaction  in  question  is  one  concerning  timber 
as  well  as  mining  lands,  and  came  under  the  purview  of  the 
Deputy  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests  as  well  us  the  Deputy 
Minister  of  Mines,  the  undersigned  have  thought  it  well  to 
make  a  joint  reply. 

"We  venture  to  take  issue  with  you,  in  the  directest  possible 
manner,  on  your  interpretation  of  section  28  of  the  Mines  Act, 
R.S.O.,  1897,   now  repealed,  on  which  you  base  your  refusal 
to  make  the  refund.     You  read  this  section  as  requiring  the 
'Department    to    forfeit    all     moneys    paid    in    in    connection 
with  .  applications    for    mining    lands,    where     such    applica- 
tions   were     not     completed      within     the     time      stipulated 
in     the     said     Act.         We    beg     leave     to     assert,     on     the 
contrary,  that  such  was  not  the  intention,  and  that  such  is  not 
the  meaning  of  the  Act.     Section  28  was  originally  subsection 
2   of  section  7,   Chapter  8,  60   Victoria,   entitled   "An  Act  to 
Further  Improve  the  Mining  Laws."     This  Act  was  introduced 
into  the  Legislature  by  the  then  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands, 
and  was  prepared  in  this  Department.     The  Deputy  Minister  of 
Mines  is  able  to  say  from  his  own  knowledge  and  recollection 
what  the  purpose  was  of  this   amendment,  now  embodied  in 
section  28.     Previous  to  that  time  it  was  not  required  of  an 
applicant  for  mining  lands  that  he  should  show  discovery  of 
valuable  mineral,   nor  was  there  any  time  limited  by  law  or 
regulation  within  which  he  was  obliged  to  complete  his  appli- 
cation.    The  consequence  was  that  the  Department  experienced 
much  difficulty  in  dealing  with  applications  for  mining  lands, 
especially  in  determining  whether  an  uncompleted  application 
found  on  the  files  of  the  Department  was  or  was  not  bona  fide, 
and  whether  it  was  or  was  not  entitled  to  consideration  on  a 
second  application  being  received.     The  intention  of  section  28 
was  by  providing  certain  requirements  and  by  declaring  appli- 
cations null  and  void  which  did    not    comply    with    them,    to 
enable  the  Department    to    distinguish    between    genuine    and 
speculative  applications  and  to  deal  with  them  accordingly. 

Further,  it  is  within  the  personal  knowledge  and  recollec- 
tion of  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Mines  that  the  provision  in  sec- 
tion 28  which  allowed  an  applicant  who  filed  an  affidavit  show- 
ing discovery  of  valuable  mineral,  sixty  days  in  which  to  pay 
m  one-fourth  of  the  purchase  money  or  rental,  aud  on  his  so 
doing  thirty  days  longer  to  pay  in  the  remainder,  was  expressly 
intended  to  give  the  prospector  a  reasonable  period  (fixed  at 
sixty  days)  to  work  upon  his  find  and  ascertain  as  well  as  he 
could  its  value.  If  at  the  end  of  sixty  days  his  discovery  did 
not  appear  to  be  worth  expending  further  time  on,  he  could 
drop  the  application.     If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  indications 
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were  encouraging,  he  could  pay  in  one-fourth  of  the  price  and 
then  obtain  thirty  days  more  in  which  to  make  further  explora- 
tion. At  the  end  of  three  months  he  had  either  to  complete 
his  application  by  paying  in  the  remainder  of  the  purchase 
price,  or  suffer  it  to  be  treated  as  abandoned. 

But  it  never  was  intended  that  the  prospector  should,  on 
finding  his  hopes  of  valuable  mineral  disappointed,  be  mulcted 
in  the  money  he  had  paid  in  as  part  payment  of  the  land.  This 
would  have  been  a  policy  calculated,  in  the  highest  possible 
degree,  to  discourage  the  prospecting  of  the  public  domain  for 
mineral  deposits.  It  would  be  tantamount  to  saying  to  the 
prospector  "Not  only  must  you  lose  all  the  time,  money  and 
labour  you  have  expended  in  ascertaining  whether  your  discov- 
ery, or  supposed  discovery,  is  valuable  or  not,  but  if  you  have 
paid  in  any  money  to  the  Department  you  are  to  lose  that  also. 
The  Crown  keeps  the  land  and  keeps  the  money  too."  Surely 
the  commonest  principles  of  fair  dealing  and  honesty,  to  say 
nothing  of  public  policy,  which  would  be  served  by  the  encour- 
agement of  prospecting,  are  repugnant  to  such  an  interpretation. 
We  are  aware  that  the  meaning  of  an  Act  is  not  always  or 
necessarily  judged  to  be  that  which  its  originators  intended  it 
to  be,  but  we  submit  that  the  language  of  the  Act  is  not  only 
easily  capable  of  the  interpretation  put  upon  it  by  this  Depart- 
ment, but  that  such  is  the  real,  natural  and  evident  meaning 
of  the  words  employed.  For  years  after  the  passing  of  section 
28  the  Department  acted  on  the  assumption  that  under  the 
above  circumstances  a  prospector  was  entitled  to  have  his  money 
refunded,  and  scores  of  such  refunds  have  been  made.  Indeed 
it  was  not  until  you  yourself,  in  another  case,  placed  what  we 
are  bound  to  call  a  forced  interpretation  on  the  section  that  any 
exception  was  taken  to  this  course. 

Had  the  Act  meant  what  you  contend  it  means,  surely 
there  would  have  been  in  it  an  express  intimation  to  the  appli- 
cant that  failure  to  proceed,  from  any  cause,  to  full  completion 
of  his  application,  subjected  him  to  the  loss  of  any  partial  pay- 
ment he  might  make.  There  is  no  such  intimation  in  the  Act. 
What  it  says  is  that  "the  application  shall  lapse  and  be  of  no 
effect/ '  that  is,  that  it  shall  not  be  permitted  to  stand  in  the 
way  of  a  subsequent  apolication  for  the  same  land.  This,  we 
venture  to  assert,  is  the  full  meaning  of  the  section,  and  neither 
by  express  language  nor  by  implication  does  it  require  the 
Crown  to  confiscate  any  moneys  paid  in  by  an  applicant  for 
mining  lands;  nor  is  there  in  the  Act  any  hint  whatever  that 
the  Legislature  was  placing  applications  for  mining  lands  on 
the  level  of  "optional  agreements,' '  which  is  practically  what 
yon  are  contending  for. 
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Turning  now  to  the  salient  features  of  the  particular  case 
in  hand,  we  desire  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Department  (there  being  no  adverse  applicant)  acquiesced  in 
the  renewal  or  revival  by  the  Company  of  its  applications  on 
the  20th  of  March,  1899,  and  that  on  the  following  day  the 
Company  paid  in  $3,700,  being  the  first  year's  rental  for  3,700 
acres.  A  plan  of  survey  had  already  been  filed  on  the  12th 
December,  1898,  which  was,  in  some  particulars,  incomplete, 
but  upon  which  leases  might  easily  have  been  granted.  A 
completed  survey,  with  field  notes,  etc.,  was  filed  October  20th, 
1899.  So  far  as  the  requirements  of  The  Mines  Act  were  con- 
cerned the  Department  probably  on  21st  of  March,  1899,  and 
certainly  on  or  after  October  20th,  1899,  could  have  issued 
leases  to  the  Company  for  locations  totaling  3,700  acres. 

Why  did  it  not  do  so?  Beyond  doubt  the  reason  was  that 
it  had  ground  for  believing  there  was  pine  timber  on  the  lands 
applied  for  or  in  their  immediate  vicinity,  and  it  did  not  feel 
warranted  in  disposing  of  the  land  without  more  definite  infor- 
mation regarding  the  pine.  The  Company  had  been  asked  by 
the  Department  to  furnish  evidence  as  to  the  existence  or  non- 
existence of  valuable  timber  on  the  lands,  but  this  the  Com- 
pany did  not  do,  the  fact  being  that  there  was  such  timber. 
The  Company  so  stated,  and  asserted  that  possession  of  the 
timber  was  absolutely  necessary  for  the  carrying  on  of  its  pro- 
ject. Consequently  the  Company  applied  to  purchase  it,  and 
thus  remove  any  difficulty  which  the  Department  might  feel  in 
granting  the  land.  The  Department  thereupon  took  steps  to 
ascertain  the  position  as  to  timber,  and  in  May,  1900,  Crown 
Timber  Agent  Henderson  was  sent  to  make  an  estimate.  His 
report,  dated  May  22nd,  1900,  contained  the  first  definite  infor- 
mation which  the  Department  had  as  regards  the  timber,  and 
your  assumption  (page  7  of  letter),  that  the  Department  had 
at  some  date  previous  to  this  become  "possessed  of  such  informa- 
tion as  to  enable  it  to  decide  in  respect  to  this  very  important 
question"  is  a  gratuitous  and  unwarranted  one.  The  Company 
pressed  its  application  to  buy  the  timber,  and  the  Department 
finally  agreed  to  sell,  the  understanding  being  that  it  was  to 
be  used  for  mining  purposes  on  the  locations.  An  Order  in 
Council  authorizing  the  sale  was  passed  17th  July,  1900,  and 
on  2nd  October  following  the  Company  tendered  $3,200  as  pur- 
chase money  for  the  timber,  and  $801  as  balance  of  rental  on 
the  mining  locations.  The  Department  having  meantime 
learned  that  the  Company  was  offering  the  timber  for  sale,  con- 
trary to  the  understanding,  had  had  an  Order  in  Council  passed 
on  12th  September,  making  it  clear  that  the  timber  was  to  be 
used  only  on  the  lands.  The  Company  contended  that  such  was 
9*  P.A. 
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not  the  bargain,  and  in  view  of  the  Company's  attitude  the 
the  Department  refused  to  accept  the  purchase  money  and 
returned  the  cheques  the  day  on  which  they  were  received. 

It  is  therefore  clear  that  the  Department  declined  to  per- 
mit the  Company  to  complete  the  applications  for  mining  lands 
by  paying  in  full  therefor.  Such  being  the.  case,  can  it  be 
seriously  contended  that  the  Crown  would  be  justified  in  for- 
feiting the  Company's  money  while  refusing  them  the  oppor- 
tunity of  completing  their  claim  ?  ' 

You  say  in  your  letter  (page  7),  that  "the  balance  of  the 
first  year's  rental"  "was  not  paid,"  "nor  so  far  as  the  records 
disclose  has  the  company  ever  assigned  any  reason  for  its  failure 
or  neglect  to  complete  its  applications,"  and  this  in  face  of  the 
fact  that  the  only  thing  required  to  complete  the  applications 
was  the  payment  of  $801.00,  which  amount  the  Company  tend- 
ered and  which  the  Department  declined  to  accept. 

You  lay  a  good  deal  of  stress  upon  the  Department's  let- 
ter of  10th  November,  1899,  advising  the  Company  that  if  the 
balance  of  the  first  year's  rental,  $801,  were  paid  in,  leases 
could  issue.  At  this  lapse  of  time  the  undersigned  cannot 
undertake  to  explain  the  phraseology  used  in  this  letter,  but 
it  is  only  fair  to  read  it  along  with  the  Department's  letters  of 
22nd  September,  1898,  and  28th  March,  1899,  which  expressly 
point  out  that  favourable  consideration  of  the  applications 
depended  upon  the  Department  being  satisfied  that  there  was  no 
merchantable  pine  on  the  lands  in  question.  That  the  appli- 
cants thoroughly  understood  this  is  clear  from  Mr,  McMichael's 
letter  of  23rd  September,  1898,  in  which  he  accepts  as  one  of 
the  conditions  that  proof  should  be  furnished  of  the  absence  of 
merchantable  pine. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  application  had  been  made  on 
behalf  of  the  Company  for  the  pine  previous  to  its  letter  of 
5th  April,  1900,  for  in  that  communication  reference  is  made 
to  "the  previous  refusal"  of  the  Department  to  "even  consider 
this  application."  How  long  previous  cannot  now  be  stated,  as 
the  earlier  application  does  not  seem  to  have  been  in  writing. 
Nevertheless  this  allusion  proves  that  the  purchase  of  the  tim- 
ber had  been  proposed  by  the  Company  sometime  before  and 
corroborates  the  recollection  of  the  undersigned  that  the  tim- 
ber was,  from  an  early  period  in  the  negotiations,  regarded  by 
the  Company  as  of  vital  importance  to  its  enterprise. 

Taking  all  the  circumstances  together  and  considering  the 
matter  fairly,  there  can  be  no  question  that  the  mining  and 
timber  features  of  the  application,  if  not  presented  to  the 
Department  concurrently,  were  at  least  contemporaneously  in 
existence  at  an  early  stage  of  the  negotiations,  and  it  is  clear 
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from  the  statements  of  the  Company  itself  on  the  files  that  it 
regarded  possession  of  the  timber  as-  an  indispensable  part  of 
the  undertaking. 

The  various  steps  may  be  thus  summed  up  : 

The  Department  first  made  the  granting  of  the  lands  con- 
tingent upon  there  being  no  pine  on  them  or  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, and  the  Company  was  requested  to  furnish  proof  to  this 
effect.  It  failed  to  do  so,  the  fact  bemg  that  there  was  pine  on 
the  locations.  The  Company  then  applied  to  buy  the  pine,  and 
the  Department  sent  its  agent  to  make  an  estimate.  On  receipt 
of  the  agent's  report  a  sale  was  agreed  to,  but  owing  to  the 
Company  endeavoring,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Department,  to 
evade  an  essential  condition  of  the  sale,  it  was  revoked.  The 
Company  had  already  paid  in  f3,700  and  had  completed  its 
application  to  the  extent  of  3,700  acres,  but  the  Department, 
owing  to  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  pine,  did  not  issue  the 
leases.  Then  when  the  Company  tendered  $801  to  pay  the 
rental  for  the  remainder  of  the  lands,  the  Department  declined 
to  receive  the  money.  Under  these  circumstances  you  will,  we 
are  sure,  forgive  the  undersigned  if  they  are  unable  to  appre- 
ciate the  process  of  reasoning  which  leads  you  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  Crown  is  entitled  to  retain  the  Company's  money. 

For  your  information  it  may  be  stated  that  applications  for 
other  mining  lands  in  this  vicinity  were  refused  after  the 
receipt  of  Timber  Agent  Henderson's  report  showing  the  exist- 
ence of  pine,  and  that  farther  south  on  the  Vermilion  River 
similar  applications  were  declined  for  the  same  reason,  and  it 
would  have  been  in  every  particular  consistent  with  the  Depart- 
ment's practice  had  it  refused  to  grant  the  lands  applied  for  by 
the  Onaping  Company  when  it  became  aware  that  there  was 
pine  upon  them.  The  Company  offering  to  buy  the  pine,  and 
the  special  reason  which  moved  the  Department  to  entertain 
the  application,  namely,  the  desire  to  encourage  the  establish- 
ment of  a  placer  mining  industry,  placed  this  application  in 
a  different  position  from  the  applications  for  other  similar 
lands,  for  if  the  pine  were  to  be  sold  there  was  no  longer  any 
ground  for  refusing  to  sell  or  lease  the  land. 

As  to  the  "inaccurate"  and  "misleading"  statement  con- 
tained in  the  Department's  requisition  of  15th  August,  1906, 
for  a  refund  of  $1,700  to  the  Company,  the  undersigned  beg 
leave  to  request  the  liberty  of  regarding  these  epithets  as  used 
in  a  strictly  academical,  even  Pickwickian  sense.  It  is  not  to 
be  expected  that  in  a  brief  and  condensed  statement  such  as  can 
go  within  the  limited  compass  of  the  Departmental  form  of 
requisition  all  the  details  of  a  long-drawn-out  transaction  such 
as  this  can  be  set  out.     It  remains  true  that  the  sale  of  the  pine 
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having  been  revoked,  the  land  reverted  to  the  position  of 
ordinary  Crown  land  containing  pine  timber.  The  practice  of 
the  Department  was,  as  we  have  shown,  and  still  is,  to  refuse 
applications  under  these  circumstances. 

The  undersigned  respectfully  ask  your  reconsideration  of 
the  matter,  and  if  you  persist  in  the  opinion  that  the  money 
ought  not  to  be  paid  to  the  Company,  will  ask  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Treasury  Board  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions 
of  The  Audit  Act.

Dear  Sirs, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  joint  letter  of  the 
11th  inst.,  in  reply  to  my  letter  of  the  30th  ult.,  in  which  I 
definitely  stated  the  ground  of  objection  to  payment  of  any 
refund  to  the  Company  now  or  in  the  past.  Following  faith- 
fully the  records  of  your  Department  that  statement  was  in 
substance  as  follows : 

(a)  On  the  11th  of  September,  1898,  the  Company  applied 
for  certain  mining  lands  for  which  the  Department 
in  a  letter  of  the  22nd  of  September,  1898,  refused 
to  grant  leases  until  such  time  as  the  Company  sat- 
isfied the  Department  that  there  was  no  valuable 
pine  on  these  lands,  or  in  the  alternative  until  such 
time  as  the  Department  had  an  examination  of  the 
lands  made  by  its  own  timber  ranger  to  ascertain  all 
the  facts.  In  the  meantime  the  Company  paid  no1 
money  and  the  application  lapsed.  The  Company, 
however,  in  1898,  or  the  early  part  of  1899  entered 
upon  the  lands  (no  doubt  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
Department)  established  a  mining  plant  and  com- 
menced mining  operations. 
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(6)  On  the  20th  of  March,  1899,  the  Company  renewed 
its  application  for  something  over  4,500  acres,  and 
the  day  following  paid  in  $3,700  on  account  of  the 
first  year's  rental  at  $1.00  per  acre,  but  allowed  the 
application  to  again  lapse. 

(c)  On  the  20th  of  October,   1899,  the  Company  (without 

renewing  its  application)  filed  completed  plans  and 
surveys,  at  the  same  time  taking  up  the  unsettled 
question  of  the  pine  on  these  lands,  suggested  that  it 
was  understood  that  the  Department  then  had  the 
report  of  its  own  timber  rangers  and  requested  the 
issue  of  the  leases. 

(d)  On    the    10th    of    November,     1899,    the    Department 

accepted  the  plans  and  surveys  so  filed  as  being 
substantially  complete,  and  informed  the  Company 
that  on  payment  of  the  balance  of  the  first  year's 
rental,  namely,  $801,  the  leases  for  these  lands 
could  issue.  But  the  Company  made  no  payment  in 
response    to    the    Department's    request    and    never  ^ 

afterwards  renewed  its  application  or  requested  the 
issue  of  the  leases. 

In  my  letter  of  the  30th  ult.  I  pointed  out  that  the  Com- 
pany's letter  of  the  20th  of  October,  and  the  Department's  let- 
ter in  reply  thereto  of  the  10th  of  November,  1899,  brought 
the  parties  together  and  settled  for  all  time  what  had  hitherto 
been  the  vexed  question  of  the  pine  on  these  lands  standing  in 
the  way  of  the  Department  granting  leases  to  the  Company, 
as  well  as  settling  beyond  all  controversy  that  up  to  and  includ- 
ing these  dates  it  is  impossible  to  conclude  that  the  Company 
had  ever  made  application  to  purchase  the   pine,   which  was 

I  clearly  an  after-thought  as  the  subsequent  and  only  correspond- 
ence on  that  subject  as  clearly  shows.  Mr.  McMichael,  in  refer- 
ing  to  the  Department's  letter  of  the  22nd  of  September,  1898, 
then  for  the  first  time  cast  the  whole  responsibility  upon  the 
Department.  And  can  there  be  any  doubt  as  to  his  meaning 
when  he  said:  "I  am  instructed  that  the  report  of  your  tim- 
ber rangers  should  be  in  by  this  time,  consequently  the  filing 
of  these  plans  and  surveys  appears  to  comply  with  all  the  con 
ditions  precedent  to  the  granting  of  the  leases."  The  Depart- 
ment accepted  the  responsibility  without  qualification,  and  can 
there  be  any  doubt  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  Assistant  Com- 
missioner in  his  reply  on  the  10th  of  November  when  he  said 
"On  the  21st  of  March  last  you  paid  in  to  this  Department 
f3,700  on  account  of  the  first  year's  rental.    It  would  now  appear 
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that  if  the  balance  of  the  first  year's  rental,  $801,  is  paid 
leases  could  issue  in  the  names  of  your  different  clients  as 
given  in  the  applications  of  September  11th,  1898." 

You  insist  with  much  energy  that  my  assumption  was 
gratuitous  and  unwarranted  when  I  ventured  to  suggest  that 
at  this  date  the  Department  would  appear  to  have  been  pos- 
sessed of  such  information  as  to  enable  it  to  decide  in  respect 
to  the  vejy  important  question  raised  by  the  Assistant  Commis- 
sioner at  the  initial  stage  of  the  Company  filing  its  applica- 
tions, namely,  as  to  whether  or  not  there  was  valuable  pine 
timber  on  the  lands  applied  for  by  the  Company.  If  the  assump- 
tion on  my  part  was  gratuitous  and  unwarranted,  what  should 
have  been  the  assumption  in  the  mind  of  any  one  under  such 
circumstances,  or  is  it  possible  that  any  other  assumption  could 
reflect  credit  on  the  conduct  of  the  Department? 

At  this  point  may  I  be  permitted  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  stern  fact  that  in  the  face  of  the  two  letters  referred  to,  of  the 
20th  of  October  and  the  10th  of  November,  1899,  which  no 
attempt  has  been  made  to  answer  or  explain,  and  which  you  have 
as  completely  ignored  as  if  they  never  had  existence,  you  state 
as  a  reason  for  not  issuing  the  leases  then  was  that  the  Depart- 
ment had  ground  for  believing  that  there  was  valuable  pine 
on  the  lands,  and  to  remove  this  difficulty  it  subsequently  con- 
sented to  a  sale  of  the  timber  to  the  Company.  Where  is  the 
evidence  that  such  was  the  case  or  that  the  sale  of  the  pine 
timber  had  even  been  mentioned  at  that  time?  The  first  that 
was  heard  of  a  sale  of  the  pine  was  in  a  memorial  of  March 
19th,  1900,  signed  by  the  Onaping  Gold  Mining  Company  and 
others  interested  in  mining,  asking  the  Department  to  change 
its  policy  in  respect  to  the  pine  on  mining  lands  in  that  district, 
which  was  promptly  refused,  a  fact  which  would  appear  to  have 
been  overlooked  when  seizing  upon  the  words  "a  previous 
refusal  to  even  consider"  (used  by  the  Company  in  its  letter 
of  April  5th,  1900,)  to  indicate  and  to  refresh  your  memory 
that  the  timber  was  from  an  early  period  in  the  negotiations. 
Was  it  in  the  negotiations  on  the  11th  of  September,  1898, 
when  the  Company  filed  it*  first  applications?  Was  it  in  the 
negotiations  on  the  20th  of  March,  1899,  when  it  renewed  its 
applications,  or  on  the  21st  of  March,  1899,  when  it  paid  in 
$3,700  on  acount  of  the  first  year's  rental?  Or  was  it  in  the 
negotiations  on  the  20th  of  October,  1899,  when  the  Company 
filed  completer:  plans  and  surveys  and  asked  for  the  leases  to 
ietue? 

No,  the  Company  applied  for  the  first  time  to  purchase  the 
pine  timber  on  the  5th  of  April,  1899,  alleging  that  possession 
of  the  pine  was  an  absolute  necessity  in  order  to  secure  a  supply 
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of  timber  for  the  future  operations  of  the  Company.  Is  there 
any  lack  of  evidence  in  the  records  of  your  Department  to  show 
that  this  was  a  mere  pretence  in  order  to  secure  the  timber? — 01 
to  show  that  when  the  Company  became  temporarily  possessed 
of  the  timber  through  the  passage  of  an  Order  in  Council  that 
it  made  any  attempt  at  concealing  the  fact  that  it  never 
intended  to  use  the  timber  for  the  purpose  alleged  but  pro- 
ceeded to  at  once  dispose  of  it  ? 

Notwithstanding  all  this  you  declare  that  the  Company  on 
the  2nd  of  October,  1900,  tendered  the  balance  of  the  first 
year's  rental,  $801,  which  the  Department  declined  to  accept, 
and  refused  the  Company  the  opportunity  to  complete  its  claim 
for  the  mining  lands.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  Company's  appli- 
cation had  lapsed  long  prior  to  that  date,  and  is  it  not  a  fact 
that  cannot  be  overlooked  under  any  circumstances  that  the 
$801,  was  tendered  along  with  the  $3,200  for  the  timber  and 
as  forming  an  inseparable  part  of  the  same  transaction  which 
the  Company  was  then  endeavoring  to  then  force  through? 
And  as  a  consequence  the  Department  was  compelled  to  refuse 
to  accept  any  money  under  such  circumstances.  And  is  it  not 
a  further  fact  that  the  Company  has  never  before  rior  since 
tendered  the  $801  ,as  payment  of  the  balance  of  the  rental 
unconnected  with  the  timber  sale? 

The  spirit  of  levity  in  which  you  treat  the  reference  made 
to  the  Department's  requisition  of  August  15th,  1906,  upon 
which  the  Company  received  a  refund  of  $1,700  in  your  excerpt 
"inaccurate  and  misleading,"  I  submit  does  not  quite  do  jus- 
tice to  the  gravity  of  the  case.  It  was  not  by  reason  of  its 
brevity,  but  by  reason  of  its  inaccuracy  that  the  statement  was 
misleading,  which  I  beg  leave  to  point  out.  It  is  stated  in  the 
requisition  that  the  payment  of  $3,700  was  to  cover  3,700  acres 
at  $1.00  per  acre  while  the  records  make  it  clear  beyond  doubt 
that  no  such  application  was  ever  proposed  or  made,  but  on 
the  contrary  the  payment  was  applied  on  account  of  4,501  acres. 
But  the  inaccurate  statement  did  not  end  there.  It  was  car- 
ried through  your  letter  of  the  11th  inst.,  and  an  argument 
based  upon  it.  The  further  statement  is  made  in  the  requisi- 
tion, "as  there  was  considerable  quantity  of  valuable  pine  on 
these  locations  the  Department  declined  to  entertain  the  appli- 
cation." Again  I  submit  that  the  records  show  that  at  no 
time  from  first  to  last  did  the  Department  decline  the  applica- 
tion, but  instead  carried  on  negotiations  with  the  Company 
with  the  view  to  complete  the  application  long  after  it  had 
lapsed. 

Eeverting  now  to  section  28  of  The  Mines  Act,  1897,  to 
which  you  have  alluded  at  great  length  in  a  somewhat  reminis- 
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cent  manner.  As  affording  any  assistance  in  determining  the 
meaning  of  the-  section  there  would  seem  to  be  nothing  more 
unprofitable  than  to  enter  upon  a  -  discussion  of  what  may  or 
may  not  have  been  the  recollection  or  intentions  of  the  framers 
of  any  Act  of  the  Legislature.  Every  Act  must  be  strictly  con- 
strued according  to  the  plain  meaning  of  the  language  employed 
without  respect  to  good  intentions  or  evil  consequences. 

The  payment  under  section  28  of  one-fourth  of  the  pur- 
chase price  or  rental  at  the  time  of  making  the  applications  or 
within  sixty  days  thereafter  would  appear  to  have  a  clear  and 
definite  object,  namely,  to  secure  the  completion  of  the  applica- 
tion within  the  time  limited.  If  such  was  not  the  object  is  it 
possible  to  conceive  of  any  object  or  purpose  to  be  served  by 
requiring  such  payment?  The  applicant  was  not  compelled  to 
show  actual  discovery  of  valuable  ore  or  mineral,  or  to  expend 
a  single  penny  in  developing  his  claim  before  the  completion 
of  his  application. 

He  held  the  exclusive  right  to  his  claim  as  against  the 
public  for  sixty  days  without  paying  anything  or  doing  any- 
thing. But  at  the  expiration  of  that  time  he  was  compelled  to 
pay  one-fourth  of  the  purchase  price  or  rental  as  security  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  part  of  the  contract  within  the 
time  limited,  and  if  he  failed  to  do  so  his  application  lapsed 
and  became  of  no  effect,  and  it  was  not  within  the  lawful  power 
of  the  Department  to  deal  in  any  shape  or  form  with  an  appli- 
cation that  no  longer  had  any  legal  existence.  Nor  was  it 
within  the  power  of  the  Department  to  refund  the  money  so 
paid  without  the  direct  consent  of  the  Legislature.  Could  any- 
thing be  more  irrational  than  to  conclude  that  the  applicant 
was  required  to  make  a  payment  as  security  for  the  completion 
of  his  application  and  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to 
forfeit  such  payment  under  any  circumstances  or  conditions  no 
matter  what  his  conduct  may  have  been?  If  such  a  doctrine 
were  held  to  be  good  there  is  not  a  wild  cat  speculator  or  appli- 
cant making  a  payment  under  the  provision  of  section  28  who  has 
not  a  legal  and  moral  claim  against  the  Province  for  the  return 
of  the  money  so  paid. 

It  is  urged  that  it  was  the  practice  of  the  Department  for 
many  years  to  act  on  this  view  of  the  case  and  to  regard  pay- 
ments made  on  account  of  the  purchase  price  or  rental  of  min- 
ing lands  as  a  mere  empty  form  not  intended  to  impose  any 
liability  upon  the  applicant  for  default.  In  this  I  regret  I  am 
unable  to  concur  for  reasons  already  stated.  Nor  would  it  seem 
that  the  practice  of  the  Department  could  do  more  than  prove 
that  if  the  view  taken  of  the  Act  was  bad  the  practice  of  the 
Department  was  correspondingly  bad.    I  submit  that  a  disserta- 
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tion  on  the  good  or  evil  consequences  that  might  attend  any 
interpretation  placed  upon  section  28  is  no  test  of  its  meaning. 
Nor  does  it  seem  to  me  that  employment  of  such  catch  phrases 
as  "Mulct,"  "Confiscation,"  "Keep  the  land  and  keep  the 
applicants'  money,"  afford  any  proof  of  the  truth  of  their  exist- 
ence or  in  the  least  strengthens  a  contention  not  otherwise  sup- 
ported. 

Dealing  now  with  your  summing  up  of  your  presentation  of 
the  case,  on  page  8  of  your  letter,  your  contention  clearly  rests 
upon  the  sole  ground  that  the  Company  tendered  payment  of 
{801,  being  balance  of  the  first  year's  rental  which  the  Depart- 
ment declined  to  accept  and  thereby  refused  the  Company  the 
right  to  complete  its  application,  and  now  shouJd  receive  the 
refund  applied  for.  I  have  already  stated  the  circumstances 
under  which  the  payment  of  the  {801  was  tendered  as  well  as 
the  circumstances  under  which  the  Company  knowingly  made 
it  impossible  for  the  Department  to  accept  the  money  so  tend- 
ered, and  in  the  light  of  which  it  would  seem  inconceivable  of 
a  ground  being  found  to  justify  the  refund. 

But,  apart  from  this,  permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  this  tender  was  made  more  than  one  year  after  the 
Company  had  allowed  its  application  to  lapse,  when  the 
Company  had  no  right  to  tender  payment  and  when  the  Depart- 
ment had  no  power  to  accept  payment  on  an  application  that 
then  had  no  legal  existence.  Nor,  in  my  opinion,  has  the 
Department  any  power  to  refund  the  payment  made  by  the 
Company  on  the  21st  of  March,  1899,  without  the  consent  of 
the  Legislature.  For  the  reasons  set  forth,  and  for  other  rea- 
sons, I  am  unable  to  reach  a  conclusion  different  from  that 
expressed  in  my  letter  of  the  30th  ult.

refund  the  sum  of  {1,777  to  the  Onaping  Gold  Mining  Com- 
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respecfully  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  Treasury  Board  to  deter- 
mine the  sufficiency  of  the  Auditor's  objection,  as  provided  by 
8  Edward  VII.,  Chapter  9,  section '13,  ss.  3. 

A  copy  of  the  correspondence  between  the  Auditor  and  the 
undersigned  is  enclosed  herewith,  in  which  the  details  are  fully 
set  out,  but  we  beg  to  summarize  the  grounds  for  the  refund  as 
follows  :  — 

1.  The  money  paid  in  was  for  certain  mining  locations 
which  were  never  granted,  but  which  still  remain  the  property 
of  the  Crown. 

2.  The  Company  having  paid  in  part  of  the  money  required 
to  take  out  leases,  tendered  the  remainder,  but  the  Department 
refused  to  accept  it. 

3.  The  appropriation  for  refunds  in  the  Estimates  for 
1908,  page  66,  makes  provision  for  refunds  of  this  kind.  The 
appropriation  reads  : 

"For  payments  made  to  the  credit  of  the  Department  on 
account  of  uncompleted  purchases,  and  afterwards  returned  to 
proposed  purchasers  on  purchases  not  being  carried  out." 

The  present  case  comes  exactly  within  the  terms  of  the 
appropriation. 

4.  The  Auditor  contends  that  the  Company  allowed  its 
application  to  "lapse"  under  the  provisions  of  the  Mines  Act. 
1897,  and  that  the  money  it  paid  in  was  consequently  for- 
feit. 

To  this  we  reply  : 

(a)  There  was  no  applicant  adverse  to  the  Company,  and 
the  matter  was  therefore  wholly  between  the  Com- 
pany and  the  Crown.  In  the  exercise  of  its  dis- 
cretion the  Department  treated  the  applications  as 
alive  without  requiring  the  Company  to  go  through 
the  empty  formality  of  making  fresh  written 
applications,  and  filing  new  copies  of  the  old  affi- 
davits; and  by  agreeing  to  accept  $3,700  paid  by 
the  Company  on  the  20th  day  of  March,  1899, 
after  the  date  of  the  alleged  lapsing,  clearly  inti- 
mated that  it  regarded  the  applications  as  valid. 
Indeed,  it  informed  the  Company  that  on  filing 
"evidence  as  to  the  pine  timber"  the  applications 
would  be  further  dealt  with. 

If  the  Auditor's  view  is  correct,  the  Department  accepted 
the  Company's  money  on  applications  which  it  could  not  leg- 
ally grant,  and  yet  cannot  now  refund  the  money  paid  in 
under  such  circumstances. 
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(b)  The   Auditor   entirely   misinterprets   the   meaning   and 
effect  of  those  provisions  of  the  Mines  Act,   1897, 
which    he    invokes    to    justify    his    refusal   of  the 
refund.      These    provisions    wiped    off    the    record 
applications  not  completed  by  making  certain  pay- 
ments within  a  given  period  or  periods,  thus  enab- 
ling the  Department  to  consider  other  applications 
for   the    same  lands   should   they   be   received,    but 
there   is   nothing   whatever   in   the   Act   authorizing 
the  forfeiture  of  moneys   remitted   in   partial   pay- 
ment. 
The   Company   applied   to   purchase    and   the   Department 
agreed  to  sell  the  pine  on  the  locations,  but  for  reasons  set  out 
in  the  correspondence  the  Department  declined  to  accept  pay- 
ment and  procured  the  passage  of  an  Order  in  Council  annul- 
ling the  transaction. 

Although  the  negotiations  about  the  pine  bulk  largely  in 
the  Auditor's  objections,  they  have  in  reality  nothing  to  do 
with  the  right  of  the  Company  to  receive  $1,777,  which  it  paid 
on  account  of  lands  it  never  got,  and  full  payment  for  which 
the  Department  refused  to  allow  it  to  make.

Oupy  of  a  Minute  of  the  Treasury  Board,  dated  the  19th  day  of 
January,  A.D.  1909. 

The  Provincial  Auditor  having  refused  to  refund  the  sum 
of  $1,777  to  the  Onaping  Gold  Mining  Company  as  requested 
by  the  Department  of  Lands,  Forests  and  Mines,  the  said 
Department  has  submitted  the  sufficiency  of  the  Auditor's 
objection  to  the  Treasury  Board  for  determination  as  provided 
by  paragraph  (c)  subsection  1,  section  13  of  "The  Audit  Act" 
The  facts  as  gathered  from  the  correspondence  between  the 
Auditor  and  the  Department  may  be  briefly  stated  as 
follows :  — 
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The  Company  through,  its  solicitor,  applied  for  certain 
mining  locations  on  the  11th  of  September,  1898,  covering  an 
area  of  4,501  acres. 

This  application  lapsed  under  section  28  of  the  Mines 
Act,  as  it  then  stood;  but  no  other  applications  have  been 
made  in  respect  of  the  same  locations,  the  Company  through 
its  solicitor,  on  the  20th  of  March,  1899,  applied  for  a  renewal 
of  its  application  from  that  date,  and  the  next  day,  21st 
March,  1899,  the  Company's  solicitor  paid  to  the  Department 
of  Crown  Lands  on  behalf  of  the  Company,  $3,700  as  part  pay- 
ment of  the  first  year's  rental. 

The  Department  of  Mines  accepted  the  renewal  of  the 
application  on  the  28th  of  March,  1899  and  requested  the 
applicants  to  file  evidence  as  to  pine  timber. 

Plans,  etc.,  were  filed  on  20th  October,  1899  and  on  the 
10th  of  November,  1899,  the  Assistant  Commissioner  of  Crown 
Lands  advised  the  Company's  solicitor  that  if  the  balance  of 
the  first  year's  rental  amounting  to  $801  was  paid,  leases  could 
issue. 

As  the  law  then  stood  the  Company  on  receiving  leases 
would  have  been  entitled  to  use  such  pine  as  was  necessary  for 
the  purpose  of  mining,  but  for  no  other. 

On  the  5th  of  April,  1900,  more  than  one  year  after  the 
$3,700  had  been  paid  in  on  account  of  the  first  year's  rental 
the  company  applied  for  the  "Scattered  pine"  on  the  said  min- 
ing locations. 

And  on  the  17th  of  July,  1900,  an  Order-in-Council  auth- 
orizing the  sale  was  passed  on  the  understanding  that  the 
timber  was  to  be  used  merely  for  the  purposes  of  the  mines. 

The  Company  attempted  to  sell  the  timber  and  on  the  12th 
of  September,  1900,  another  Order-in-Council  was  passed  mak- 
ing it  clear  that  the  timber  was  to  be  used  only  on  the  lands  of 
location.  The  Company  contended  that  such  was  not  the  bar- 
gain and  on  the  2nd  of  October,  1900  tendered  $3,200  as  pur- 
chase money  for  the  timber  and  $801  as  balance  of  rental  on 
the  Mining  location. 

These  sums  the  Department  of  Crown  Lands  refused  to 
accept. 

On  August  15th,  1906,  or  soon  afterwards,  $1,700  was 
refunded  to  the  Company.  The  sum  of  $223.00  was  applied  at 
the  Company's  request  upon  another  location  and  the  balance 
amounting  to  $1,777  is  the  subject  of  the  present  application. 

Having  regard  to  the  above  facts,  the  whole  question 
appears  to  be  whether,  under  section  28  of  the  Mines  Act,  as 
it  then  stood  and  under  the  appropriation  for  refunds  in  the 
estimates  for  1908,   Vote   66,   which   reads   as   follows: — "For 
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payments  made  to  the  credit  of  the  Department  on  account  of 
uncompleted  purchases,  and  afterwards  returned  to  proposed 
purchasers  on  purchases  not  being  carried  out"  there  is  Legis- 
lative authority  for  the  refund  suggested. 

The  Provincial  Auditor  contends  that  under  section  28 
of  The  Mines  Act,  the  application  having  lapsed  the  money 
paid  on  account  of  first  year's  rental  became  forfeited  and 
should  not  be  refunded,  the  appropriation  above  referred  to 
not  covering  ' 'leases." 

The  Department  of  Lands,  Forests  and  Mines  on  the  other 
hand  claim  that  the  word  "lapse"  in  the  section  merely  meant 
that  subsequent  applications  could  be  received  in  respect  of 
locations  and  that  the  money  was  not  forfeited  nor  intended  to 
be,  and  that  the  appropriation  above  referred  to  Yote  66,  of  the 
estimates  for  1908,  was  passed  for  just  such  cases  as  this. 

The  Board  is  of  opinion  that  the  money  paid  by  the  Com- 
pany was  not  under  the  Mines  Act,  in  specific  terms  forfeited 
to  the  Province  and  therefore  that  there  is  legislative  authority 
for  such  refund.  The  Board  is  further  of  the  opinion  that  the 
words  "Purchases"  and  "purchasers"  in  the  extract  from  the 
estimates  for  1908,  above  referred  to  should  be  read  as  includ- 
ing "leases"  and  "Lessees."  The  Mines  Act,  permitting  a 
lease  to  be  turned  into  a  estate  in  Fee  on  the  lessee  making 
certain  payments. 

Under  the  circumstances  the  Treasury  Board  direct  that 
the  said  refund  of  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  dollars  ($1,777)  be  made  to  the  said  Onaping  Gold  Min- 
ing Company  and  that  a  cheque  for  the  said  amount  in  the 
Company's  favour  be  issued  forthwith.

BILL. 


An  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  certain  sums  of 
money  for  the  public  service  of  the  financial  period 
of  ten  months  ending  on  the  31st  day  of  October, 
1909,  and  for  the  public  service  of  the  financial 
year  ending  the  31st  day  of  October,  1910. 

Most  Gracious  Sovereign  : 

WHEREAS  it  appears  by  messages  from  His  Honor  preamble. 
John  Morison  Gibson,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario  and  the  estimates  accompanying  the 
same,  that  the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned  in  the 
Schedules  to  this  Act  are  required  to  defray  certain 
expenses  of  the  public  service  of  this  Province,  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  for  the  financial  period  of  ten  months 
ending  on  the  31st  day  of  October,  1909,  and  for  the  finan- 
cial year  ending  the  31st  day  of  October,  1910,  and  for 
other  purposes  connected  with  the  public  service;  May  it 
therefore  please  Your  Majesty  that  it  may  be  enacted,  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  as  follows  : 

1.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of  $7,351,578.21

not  otherwise  provided  for,  from  the  first  day  of  January, 
1909,  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  October,  1909,  as  set  forth 
in  Schedule  "A"  to  this  Act.

Any  part  of  the  money  under  Schedule  "A"  appro- 
unexpended,  priated  by  this  Act  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue,  which 
to  lapse.  may  kg   unexpended   on  the  thirty-first    day    of    October, 

1909,  shall  not  be  expended  thereafter,  except  in  the  pay- 
ment of  accounts  and  expenses  incurred  on  or  prior  to  the 
said  day;  and  all  balances  remaining  unexpended  after 
the  said  date  or  at  such  subsequent  date  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  under  the- 
provisions  of  The  Audit  Act,  as  amended  by  the  Act  passed 
at  the  present  session  intituled  An  Act  respecting  the  Fiscal 
Year,  shall  on  the  first  day  of  December  following  lapse 
and  be  written  off.
